Other: Examiner Washburn called Attorney Dan Radler, who is the acting attorney on the case, to 
discuss the similarities between claims 3 and 18. Mr. Radler described that the control unit described in claim 3 is limited more than the 
control unit described in claim 18, which makes the claims different enough that they are not duplicates of each other. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 3-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not describe a display device that includes an actuator unit, a 
control unit, and a control loop within the control unit that is designed for dynamic 
synchronization of the monitor movement with the image information displayed on the 
monitor, as described in independent claims 3 and 18. The prior art also does not 
describe that the control loop provides for bi-directional data transmission between the 
actuator unit and the control unit with a continuous comparison of the actual value of 
image information with the target value of monitor movement and the actual value of the 
monitor movement with the target value of the image information, as described in 
independent claim 16. 

The closest prior art (Marmaropoulos US 2003/0202003) describes a display 
device with an actuator unit (paragraphs 0029-0030) that includes a servo control loop 
that checks the position of the motor as it rotates and makes slight corrections to the 
rotated position by comparing the actual rotated position of the monitor with a target 
rotated position (paragraph 0031). The servo control loop described in Marmaropoulos 
isn't designed for dynamic synchronization of the monitor movement with the image 
information displayed on the monitor and doesn't provide for bi-directional data 
transmission between the actuator unit and the control unit with a continuous 
comparison of the actual value of image information with the target value of monitor

movement and the actual value of the monitor movement with the target value of the 
image information.
